Holding  the  audience  in  almost 
continuous  laughter  at  the  forum 
assembly  Thursday  at  10  a.m.. 
Art  Buchwald  noted  newspaper 
columnist,  said  he  did  not  have 
much  use  for  education. 

ALTHOUGH  he  did  not  finish 
high  school,  Buchwald  enrolled  in 
the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia. becoming  a special  stu- 
dent who  could  not  obtain  a de- 
gree. 

The  speaker  was  once  named 
Alumnus  of  the  Year  for  that  uni- 
versity, so,  he  added,  “all  of  you 
are  wasting  your  time.” 

BUCHWALD  said  that  “peo- 
ple think  I have  one  of  the  best 
jobs  in  the  world  ....  I do.” 

While  in  Paris,  where  the 
speaker  lived  for  14  years,  Buch- 
wald was  often  asked  by  tourists 


where  they  could  go  where  there 
wouldn’t  be  any  tourists.  Buch- 
wald told  them  to  go  to  the  Soviet 
Embassy  or  the  garbage  dump. 

HE  TOLD  or  a time  in  Wash- 
ington D.  C.  when  he  decided  to 
test  Pres.  Johnson’s  humor.  He 
wrote  an  article  satirizing  how 
Johnson  is  trying  to  reduce  ex- 
penditures by  turning  out  the 
White  House  lights,  sending 
collect  telegrams  to  Khrushchev, 
and  making  test  pilots  fly  tourist 
class. 

Buchwald  said  the  article  was 
read  at  a get-together  at  the  LBJ 
ranch.  Everyone  thought  it  was 
very  funny.  When  Johnson  fin- 
ally read  it,  he  didn’t  think  it 
was  so  funny.  Then,  the  speaker 
said,  “everyone  asked  to  read  it 
again.”

Acting  President  Speaks 

Editor’s  Note:  The  following  is  a statement  given  to  the  Daily  Universe 
by  Acting  President  of  the  University  Earl  C.  Crockett. 

I regret  that  the  Universe  editors  saw  fit  to  publish  an 
editorial  on  Thursday  which  was  uncomplimentary  to  Dr.  Er- 
nest L.  Wilkinson  on  his  reappointment  as  president  of  BYU. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  President  Wilkinson  was  in 
no  position  to  lay  aside  the  presidency  of  the  University 
and  take  it  up  again  at  his  own  choosing.  Rather,  he  was 
ASKED  to  resume  the  office. 

The  Universe  intimated  that  there  may  have  been  a con- 
flict of  interests  in  President  Wilkinson’s  acceptance  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees’  request  to  return.  In  tliis  regard,  it  should 
be  remembered  also  that  he  left  a successful  law  practice 
to  assume  the  presidency  of  BYU  in  the  first  place,  which 
sliould  be  evidence  enough  of  his  loyalty  to  the  school. 

Service  in  public  office  is  one  of  the  highest  callings  in 
the  American  democratic  system,  and  President  Wilkinson, 
having  fulfilled  a great  mission  for  BYU,  genuinely  believed 
that  he  could 'be  of  service  to  his  State  and  his  Country.  This 
represented  no  less  love  for  BYU  into  which  he  has  poured 
the  energies  of  a great  part  of  liis  life. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  educators  to  enter  politics.  The  late 
Dr.  Franklin  S.  Harris,  former  president  of  BYU,  ran  for 
public  office,  but,  when  he  was  unsuccessful,  continued  as 
president  of  BYU  and  later  as  president  of  Utah  State  Uni- 
versity, serving  both  institutions  with  distinction. 

Also,  Dr,  Henry  Aldous  Dixon  was  appointed  to  fill  a 
vacancy  in  the  U.  S.  House  of  Representatives  while  he  was 
president  of  Weber  College,  and  after  serving  as  a congress- 
man returned  to  teaching  at  BYU. 

None  of  these  three  cases  can  be  classified  as  a dis- 
service or  disloyalty  to  education,  but,  rather,  these  men  of 
great  talent  responded  to  their  public  duty  and  returned  to 
benefit  their  schools. 

As  I said  yesterday  in  a statement  requested  by  the 
press,  I welcome  President  Wilkinson  back  to  BYU.  During 
his  previous  13  years  at  BYU  unprecedented  progress  was 
made  in  both  the  physical  plant  and  the  academic  program 
of  the  school.  I am  sure  that  under  his  renewed  leadership 
the  University  will  continue  to  make  great  strides  in  the 
future,  and  I urge  the  student  editors  to  join  ranks  with  the 
new  administration  for  the  continued  progress  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

I deeply  appreciate  the  support  given  me  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  the  Administrative  Council,  the  faculty  and 
staff  during  the  time  I served  as  acting  president.

Praises 

Students 

Dr.  Ashley  Montagu  cited  the 
BYU  studentbody  as  an  example 
of  love  in  education  in  his  final 
address  Thursday  night,  for  the 
Academic  Emphasis  Committee. 

“THE  THEME  OF  this  evening 
(Love  and  Education)  is  best  il- 
lustrated by  -what  happens  on  this 
campus’’  he  said.  I‘m  sure  a 
great  deal  of  it  is  due  to  the 
type  of  homes  you  have.  The  stu- 
dents are  more  like  what  human 
beings  ought  to  be  than  students 
at  any  other  university  I have 
visited — and  if  you  knew  what 
kind  of  Dionysian  critic  I am  you 
would  bettor  appreciate  what  a 
compliment  this  is.’ 

He  introducted  his  lecture- 
panel  discussion  by  charactering 
western  education  as  “instruc- 
tion  in  the  Three  R’s.  Education 
should  help  people  realize  them- 
selves as  human  beings  with  all 
the  capacities  with  which  they 
are  endowed.” 

DE.  MONTAGU  stated,  “Teach- 
ing of  love  should  be  the  primary 
purpose  of  all  teaching— home, 
community,  schools.” 

Questions  from  the  panel  mem- 
bers, Prof.  Reed  Bradford,  sociol- 
ogy and  anthropology:  Dr.  Leona 
Holbrook,  chairman  of  the  Wom- 
en’s P.  E.  Dept.;  and  Dean  Wesley 
P.  Lloyd  of  the  Graduate  School, 
revealed  further  faces  of  the  sub- 
ject. 

EVEN  IN  CLASSES  of  1,200 
students  it  is  possible  for  a teach, 
er  to  “teach  his  own  personality. 
When  they  have  forgotten  every- 
thing else  about  the  subject,  they 
will  remember  that  he  gave  them 
the  gift  of  his  personality,”  said 
the  anthropologist. 

His  ideal  college  would  have 
500  students  with  one  teacher  per 
10  pupils,  “admittedly  Utopian.” 

Expanding  the  idea  of  love 
from  small  groups  to  nations,  he 
took  a chop  at  the  John  Birch 
society:  “John  Birchers  are  the 
most  anti-human  group  I know. 
I would  ratlier  live  with  a Com- 
munist than  a Bircher;  there  is 
some  hope  for  the  Corrimumst, 
none  for  the  Bircher.” 


Editor’s  note:  This  is  an  official 
statement  of  policy  by  the  BYU  Ath- 
letic Advisory  Council  coAcerning  the 
distribution  of  student  tickets  at  bas- 
ketball games. 

1.  Tickets  will  be  distributed 
at  the  west  end  of  the  Fieldhouse 
as  the  students  enter  the  main 
part  of  the  building. 

2.  Tickets  shall  be  issued  on  a 
first-come,  first-serve  basis. 

3.  “Student  Guest”  tickets  will 
not  be  sold  during  the  1961-65 
Basketball  season.  Each  guest 
ticket  which  is  sold  would  mean 
that  a BYU  student  would  be  den- 
ied a ticket. 

4.  A student  may  enter  the 
Fieldhouse  only  upon  the  pre- 
sentation of  a valid  BYU  Activity 
Card,  with  a picture.  Activity 
Cards  are  not  transferrable.  They 
may  be  used  only  by  the  owner. 

5.  Once  inside  the  Fieldhouse, 
students  may  not  leave  the  build- 
ing. without  forfeiting  their  re- 
served-seat ticket  stub.  These 
stubs  will  then  be  distributed  to 
other  students. 

6.  There  shall  be  no  “block 
seating”  or  group  reservations 
during  basketball  season. 

7.  Students  waiting  in  line  in 
the  West  Annex  of  the  Fieldhouse 
prior  to  entering  the  main  sec- 
tion of  the  Fieldhouse  may  not 
save  places  in  line,  and  may  not 
“alternate  (i.e.,  take  turns  wait- 
ing in  line).  Those  violating  the 
rules  of  fairness  and  good  con- 
duct may  be  denied  admission  to 
the  game. 

8.  Admission  to  the  Joseph 
Smith  Bldg.,  the  Y Center,  or. 


other  areas  set  up  for  “closed 
circuit”  telecasts  of  the  BYU 
games  will  be  on  the  same  basis 
as  above,  except  that  “student 
guest”  tickets  will  be  available 
for  SI  per  ticket.  These  must  be 
purchased  in  advance  at  the  BYU 
ticket  office  in  the  Fieldhouse, 
and  may  be  used  only  when  ac- 
companied by  a BYU  student 
holding  a valid  Activity  Card.
